The moderator, D. Kenneth Chapman departed from the warrant for a 
few minutes and turned the meeting over to Selectman Stan Hilliard 
who dedicated the meeting to Neil Wilson who was retiring as Fire 
Chief after 20 years of service to the Town. Bill Mellett gave a brief 
history of how the Fire Department has progressed since Neil took 
over the Department as Fire Chief and the Dept. had an open cab fire 
truck. Neil was presented with a plaque and gift certificate, along 
with a round of applause and a standing ovation. 


Article #2 To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,000.00) for the 
purpose of paying for the acquisition and construction of the Town’s 
share of an incinerator to be jointly owned by the Town and the Town 
of Lincoln, New Hampshire, to be located on the existing facility lo- 
cated within the Town of Lincoln, such authorization to be effective 
only if the Town of Lincoln has authorized payment of its share of 
such project; such sum to be raised through the issuance of bonds or 
notes by the Town under and in compliance with the Municipal Fi- 
nance Act, N.H. RSA 33:1 et. seq., as amended; to authorize the 
Selectmen to invest said monies and to use the interest earned thereon 
for said project; to authorize the Selectmen to obtain and accept Fed- 
eral, State or other aid, if any, which may be available for said project 
and to comply with all laws applicable to said project; to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver such bonds and notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and the 
other terms thereof; or, in the alternative, to enter into a lease-pur- 
chase agreement along with the Town of Lincoln for the acquisition 
of this facility should this method be feasible; and to authorize the 
Selectmen to take any other action or to pass any other vote relative 
thereto. So moved by June Barry, seconded by Bill Albrecht. A short 
discussion followed. The polls opened at 7:43 P.M. for secret written 
ballot and closed at 9:00 P.M. Affirmative vote - Yes 78; No - 9. 


Article #3 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property taken on tax titles. So moved by Wilfred 
Ayotte, seconded by Peter Miller. Affirmative vote - unanimous. 
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Article #4 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. So moved by 
Charles Harrington, seconded by Frank Benza. Affirmative vote- 
unanimous. 


Article #5 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax 
Collector to receive part payments in any year in the sum of Ten Dol- 
lars ($10.00 or a multiple of ten). So moved by Fred Lee, seconded by 
William Albrecht. Affirmative vote-unanimous. 


Article #6 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend without further action by 
Town Meeting, money from the state, federal or other governmental 
unit or private source that may become available during the fiscal year 
in compliance with RSA 31-95-b (supp.). So moved by Edith Chais- 
son, seconded by June Barry. Affirmative vote-unanimous. 


Article #7 Tosee if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, relating 
to playing beano in the Town of Woodstock and that the following 
question be placed upon the ballot to be used at said meeting: “Shall 
the provisions of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as 
amended, relative to playing games of beano, be adopted in the 
Town?” By ballot vote Yes-72; No-25. 


Article #8 To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) to be placed in the 
Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve Fund. So moved by Charles 
Harrington, seconded by Ernest Holtzman. Affirmative vote-unani- 
mous. 


Article #9 To see if the Town will appoint the Selectmen as 
agents authorized to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase or lease 
of a replacement vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situa- 
tion. So moved by Fred Lee, seconded by Stephen Davis. Affirma- 
tive vote-unanimous. 


Article #10 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to request an audit by a private certified accounting firm. 
So moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by June Barry. Affirma- 
tive vote-unanimous. 
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Article #11 To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate a sum not to exceed Sixty Thousand Dollars ($60,000.00) to ex- 
tend the water main South on Route 175 from its present terminus to 
the intersection of Thornton Gore Road and Sellingham Road. So 
moved by Wilfred Ayotte, seconded by William Albrecht. Selectman 
Stan Hilliard explained that this line would service homes whose 
wells have been contaminated. The present terminus is in the area of 
W. Ayotte’s house. The money was not put in the budget for this so 
the budget will have to be amended to include it if passed. Affirma- 
tive vote-unanimous. 


Article #12 To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of Twenty Eight Thousand Seven Hundred Twenty 
Eight Dollars ($28,728.00) for land and/or building acquisition or 
down payment on land and/or building to be used as a Municipal 
Building, such sum to be raised as follows: Eleven Thousand Dollars 
($11,000.00) from Revenue Sharing Funds appropriated in 1985 and 
Seventeen Thousand Seven Hundred Twenty Eight Dollars 
($17,728.00) from Revenue Sharing Funds in 1986, and to authorize 
the Selectmen to negotiate a purchase price and take such other action 
as may be in the best interest of the town. So moved by Louis 
LaCombe, seconded by Edith Chaisson. Wilfred Ayotte asked what 
was the difference between this article and what we voted last year. 
Selectman Bonnie Ham explained that the word building had been 
added. Last year the appropriation was for land only. That if we found 
something we could put a deposit on it until we could hold a special 
meeting to vote on raising the balance of the funds, if needed. Jean 
Quinn from Senter Cove presented a concept which they are consider- 
ing which may include a Town Building in the Commercial area 
which they plan to develop on Route 3. Affirmative vote - | Nay. 


Article #13 To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) for purchase or 
down payment of cemetery land should it become available during 
the year and authorize withdrawal of like amount from expendable 
Trust Fund as originally created under provisions of RSA 31:19-0 at 
Town Meeting, March 12, 1984. So moved by Charles Harrington, 
seconded by William Albrecht. Affirmative vote - some opposition. 


Article #14 To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) for Civil De-

fense. One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) from a state or federal 
grant and Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) to be raised by taxes. 
So moved by Pauline Harrington, seconded by Edith Chaisson. Affir- 
mative vote-unanimous. 


Article #15 To see if the Town will vote to have the Appraisal 
Division of the Department of Revenue Administration or Private 
Firm conduct a complete revaluation starting in 1989 or thereafter. To 
establish a Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of conducting such 
revaluation and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to administer the 
fund. So moved by William Albrecht, seconded by Charles Har- 
rington. Affirmative vote-unanimous. 


Article #16 To see if the Town will vote to raise Twenty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) to be placed in the Capital Reserve 
Fund for the revaluation of the Town by the Appraisal Division of the 
Department of Revenue Administration or Private Firm, such sum to 
be raised as follows: Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) that were ap- 
propriated at Town Meeting 1986 and Fifteen Thousand Dollars 
($15,000.00) to be appropriated at Town Meeting 1987. So moved by 
Louis LaCombe, seconded by Jean Chaisson. Affirmative vote-few 


opposed. 


Article #17 ‘“Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize purchase 
by the United States Forest Service, for addition to the White Moun- 
tain National Forest, of 15.4 acres presently owned by the Trust for 
Public Land, bounded by Mirror Lake on the west, by Interstate 93 on 
the east, and by private land on the north and south, to help protect 
Mirror Lake’s scenic beauty and scientific value for continuing re- 
search purposes in conjunction with the Hubbard Brook Experimen- 
tal Forest.” (by petition) So moved by Alan Thomas, seconded by 
Stephen Caravalho. Maddy Fischel from the Trust for Public Land 
explained they had purchased this land to keep it from being de- 
veloped and now needed a vote of the town in order to sell it to the 
Forest Service. Affirmative note-unanimous. 


Article #18 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to take an option or options on any and all lands which may 
in the opinion of the majority of the Board of Selectmen, be in the best 
interest of the Town of Woodstock and do all things incidental 
thereto. Affirmative vote-unanimous. 
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Article #19 To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. Motion by William Albrecht to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,300,707 to defray town charges, seconded by Jim Cheseb- 
rough. William Albrecht then explained that the increase reflected the 
$60,000.00 for the water main on Route 175 and $10,293.00 to be 
added to the Long Term water note for interest and principal on the 
Farmers Home Bond and for which we did not receive a payment 
schedule until after the budget had been posted. The total amount of 
the bond was $106,000.00 and the $10,293.00 is the amount due in 
1987. Affirmative vote-unanimous. 


Article #20 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting. There being no other business a motion was 
made by Deanna MacKay to adjourn at 9:18 P.M., seconded by Stan 
Hilliard.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Woodstock Town Hall in 
said Woodstock, on the eighth day of March next, being the second 
Tuesday of March, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, (the polls are to 
open at 10:00 A.M. and may not close prior to 6:00 P.M.; business 
meeting to be held at the Town Hall at 7:30 P.M.) to act upon the fol- 
lowing: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum not to exceed One Hundred Eighty Thousand Dollars 
($180,000.00) for the purpose of construction of a second well in the 
Town’s present well field, such sum to be raised by the issuance of se- 
rial bonds or notes under and in compliance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act, N.H. RSA 33:1 et seq., as amended; to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such other actions 
as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and de- 
livery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest of the 
Town of Woodstock, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum not to exceed Three Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,000.00) 
for construction of a new Town Office Building, such sum to be 
raised by the issuance of serial bonds or notes under and in com- 
pliance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, N.H. RSA 
33:1 et seq., as amended; to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, and to take such other actions as may be necessary to effect 
the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as 
shall be in the best interest of the Town of Woodstock, and pass any 
vote relating thereto.

Town?” 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell 
.07 acres of land, located on the westerly side of Gray Hill Road, to 
Richard and Debra Andrews for the sum of $300.00. (by petition) 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase 
by the United States Forest Service, as an addition to the White 
Mountain National Forest, 30 acres of land presently owned by 
Louisa Stratton, bounded by Mirror Lake to the southwest, by Na- 
tional Forest land to the southeast, by Interstate 93 to the east, and by 
private land to the north and northwest.” (by petition) 
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Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to request an audit by a private certified acounting firm. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a 
General Fund Trust, as provided for in N.H. RSA 31:19-a, for the 
purpose of Cemetery maintenance; this is an expendable trust, and 
further authorize the Trustees of the Trust Fund to transfer the amount 
of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) from the exisitng Trust Fund 
established under Article 12 of Town Meeting, 1984. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Cemetery Land acquisition 
as provided for in RSA 35;1, and further authorize the Trustees of the 
_ Trust Funds to transfer the sum of Five Thousand Seven Hundred 
Fifty Dollars ($5,750.00), or whatever the fund has appreciated to at 
the time of transfer, from the existing Trust Fund established under 
Article 12 of Town Meeting, 1984. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a 
Highway Department Vehicle Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1, further to appoint the Selectmen as 
agents authorized to withdraw monies from the Fund for the puropses 
of the Fund. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) to be placed in the 
Highway Department Vehicle Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a 
Fire Department Vehicle Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1, further to appoint the Selectmen as agents 
authorized to withdraw monies from the Fund for the purposes of the 
Fund. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fifty Thousand Two Hundred Eighty-eight Dollars 
($50,288.00) to be placed in the Fire Department Vehicle Acquisition 
Capital Reserve Fund, said sum to be raised as follows: Forty Five 
Thousand Two Hundred Eighty-eight Dollars ($45,288.00), or what- 
ever the amount has appreciated to at the time of the transfer, to be 
transferred from the existing Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve 
Fund and Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) to be raised by Town 
Meeting, 1988. 
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Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Forty Two Thousand Dollars ($42,000.00) for the purchase of 
a Tank Truck for the Fire Department, said sum to be withdrawn from 
the Fire Department Vehicle Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 21.'To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to adopt rules, including the imposition of fees, for the operation and 
use of the Lincoln-Woodstock Solid Waste Facility. Such rules shall 
be jointly adopted with the Lincoln Selectmen. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Eleven Thousand Dollars ($11,000.00) for the Town of 
Woodstock’s share of a Replacement Loader for the Lincoln- 
Woodstock Solid Waste Facility. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fourteen Thousand Dollars ($14,000.00) for the Town of 
Woodstock’s share for Monitoring Wells for the Lincoln- Woodstock 
Solid Waste Facility. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Twenty Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) for the purchase 
of land for a Fire Station. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) for Civil Defense. One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) from a State or Federal Grant, and 
Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) to be raised by taxes. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for the revaluation of the Town, this fund hav- 
ing been previously established. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to take an option on any and all lands which may, in the opinion of the 
majority of the Board of Selectmen, be in the best interest of the Town 
of Woodstock and do all things incidental thereto. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA 31:105, which provides indemnification for Municipal Officers 
and Employees from personal financial loss arising from suit or claim 
of negligence or other act resulting in accidental injury or damage or 
destruction of property if the indemnified person was acting in the 
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scope of his/her employment or office. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum, 
not to exceed Sixty Thousand Dollars ($60,000.00), to stabilize the 
East Branch of the Pemi River along the property of R. Jones and M. 
Gessner. (by petition) 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 


Vehicle Parking Ordinance 
Section I 


A. No person shall park any vehicle on either side of any public 
street in the Town of Woodstock, between the hours of 2:00 a.m. 
and 6:00 a.m; from November | to April 1 vehicles will be towed at 
owner’s expense. 


B. No person shall park any vehicle within the Town right-of- 
way on Center Street at any time. 


C. No person shall park any vehicle within the Town right-of- 
way on Paradise Road, between Main Street and Young Street at 
any time. 


D. No person shall park any vehicle within the Town right-of- 
way on School Street between Main Street and Bell Street, except 
when attending church activities. 


E. No person shall park any vehicle on the pavement on U.S. 
Route 3, from where Route 3 crosses Lost River to the Alpine entr- 
ance, in excess of two hours. 


F. Any vehicle left on any public street or in the Municipal 
Parking Lot for more than seventy-two (72) hours shall be towed 
away at the owner’s expense. The Selectmen may grant exception 
by prior written permission. 


G. No delineated parking spaces on Main Street may be oc- 
cupied by any object other than a motor vehicle. 


Section II 


Any person found to be in violation of this ordinance shall be 
fined Ten Dollars ($10.00) for the first offense and Twenty-five Dol- 
lars ($25.00) for any subsequent offense. 
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Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 


Public Vendors 
Section I 


A. No person shall engage in the sale of merchandise, or the 
sale or serving of any type of food or drink, upon any public way, 
including the sidewalks, or from a vehicle parked on any public 
area in the Town of Woodstock without the express written consent 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


B. No person shall attempt to sell merchandise of any kind from 
door-to-door nor solicit subscriptions to or donations for 
magazines or any type of publication without first obtaining per- 
mission to do so from the Chief of Police. 


Section II 


Any person violating this ordinance shall be fined not more than 
One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 


Loitering 
Section I 


No person or persons shall loiter on any public street, sidewalk, 
parking area, or public park within the Town of Woodstock, in such a 
manner as to impede pedestrian traffic on said public street, sidewalk, 
parking area or public park, or in such a manner as to partially or com- 
pletely obstruct free ingress or egress to or from the entrance of any 
business establishment, apartment building, or private dwelling adja- 
cent to such public street, sidewalk, parking area or public park. 


Section II 


Any person violating this ordinance shall be guilty of a violation, 
punishable by a fine of not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and not 
more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for an initial offense, and 
the fine shall be One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for each subsequent 
offense. 
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Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 


Streets and Sidewalks 
Section I 


It shall be unlawful for any person to conduct any activity on a pub- 
lic street, sidewalk, municipal parking lot, parks, commons and pub- 
lic swimming holes, including Mirror Lake, that would tend to create 
a public nuisance or otherwise unreasonably interfere with the public 
use of the same areas and facilities. 


Section II 


Any person found in violation of this ordinance shall be fined not 
more than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for the first offense and not more 
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for each subsequent offense. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 


Public Drinking 
Section I 
No person shall consume or have in his possession at any time al- 
coholic beverages or alcoholic liquors (as defined in N.H. RSA 
175:1) in an open container, upon any public street, sidewalk, park, 
playground, or other public way, within the Town of Woodstock; 
however, upon written application by a person or organization, the 


Board of Selectmen may waive the provisions of this ordinance for 
such times and locations as the Board deems advisable. 


Section II 


Any person found in violation of this ordinance shall be puniished 
by a fine not exceeding One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for each of- 
fense. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 
Mirror Lake Beach 


Section I 
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A. It shall be unlawful for the owner or custodian of any dog to 
bring or permit such dog upon Mirror Lake Beach or in the water 
thereof, whether such dog is restrained or unrestrained. 


B. It shall be unlawful for any person to drink any type of al- 
coholic beverage on said beach, or in or on the water of Mirror 
Lake. 


C. It shall be unlawful to kindle any open fire at any time on the 
beach. 


D. It shall be unlawful for any person to use the beach or waters 
adjacent to the beach between the hours of 10:00 p.m. and 6:00 
a.m. 


Section II 


For the purposes of this ordinance, Mirror Lake Beach shall be de- 
fined as the area bounded has follows: 


Beginning at a point on the Westerly side of the access road, 186 
feet North of its junction with Mirror Lake Road and 225 feet, more or 
less, from the edge of the lake, thence 


Easterly along a line approximately parallel with the lake shore, 
430 feet to the edge of the outlet; thence 


Northerly along the Westerly edge of the outlet to the lake shore; 
thence | 


Southerly along the Westerly limit of said access road 225 feet, 
more or less, to the point of beginning. 


Section III 


Any person found in violation of this ordinance shall be fined not 
more than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for the first offense, and not more 
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for any subsequent offense. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) for Professional Engineering 
Services, if needed. 


Article 37. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same.

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REPORT OF THE NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 


North Country Council was extremely busy in 1987 as it continued 
to provide a wide range of assistance to North Country communities. 


As a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 
36:45, the Council is responsible for assisting its member com- 
munities in local town planning, regional planning, economic de- 
velopment and numerous other community services. In addition to 
the direct assistance the Council provides each member community, 
it is an advocate for all North Country towns in legislative and fund- 
ing issues with the state and federal governments. 


The North Country is experiencing tremendous growth and de- 
velopment pressures. The Council is dedicated to assisting towns 
with the impacts associated with these pressures. In order to more ef- 
ficiently serve its membership, the Council has assigned a staff per- 
son to respond to each town’s request for assistance. In this way, con- 
tinuity between the town and the Council is ensured and the overall 
effectiveness of the Council is increased. 


In Woodstock, the Council provided information concerning 
building codes, solid waste and sludge. NCC continues to administer 
the Woodstock Water Project and has recently opened an office 
downtown to administer the Community Housing Rehabilitation Pro- 
ject. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to many 
towns on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year the 
Council administered over $6.7 million in Community Development 
Block Grant funds in fifteen communities. The funds were used for 
housing rehabilitation, downtown revitalization, public facility im- 
provements, business revolving loans, and feasibility studies for 
housing rehabilitation and public facility improvements. 


The Council has taken an active role in addressing the affordable 
housing issue in cooperation with member communities. The Council 
is presently administering a regional housing rehabilitation program 
which is making 358 housing units available to eligible North Coun- 
try residents. 
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Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning 
and improvement in local land use controls. New state mandates and 
commercial and residential growth in several towns have created 
busy work loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes 
many forms: regional workshops, newsletters regulation review and 
update, and assistance on a regular or one-time basis for subdivision 
and site plan applications. 


The Council sponsored four industrial development workshops for 
local economic officials. The workshops provided information on 
business recruitment, marketing and working cooperatively with fed- 
eral and state officials to promote community economic develop- 
ment. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series 
with the NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year co- 
vered local planning board procedures, administration and enforce- 
ment of ordinances, growth management and review of recent court 
cases and state law changes regarding local land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Coun- 
try towns in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and ap- 
preciate the involvement of town officials and residents and look for- 
ward to assisting your town this coming year.

1987 Director’s Report 


We are pleased to announce that, during this past year, we received 
a three-year J.C.A.H. (Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospi- 
tals) accreditation for all programs offered through our agency. In ad- 
dition to the work involved in “gearing up” for the accreditation, we 
have also initiated several program changes. They include the follow- 
ing: 


Expansion of Respite Services - We offer a period of respite to 
families of developmentally disabled or mentally ill clients. This is 
done by assuming the responsibility of care of the client for a brief 
period of time (usually 24-48 hours). This is done either in the client’s 
home or in the home of the individual who is providing the respite ser- 
vice. 


Initiation of Apartment Supervisors - During this past year, we 
have been involved in the screening and hiring of individuals to assist 
clients currently living in the community. This creative program in- 
volves staff working with clients in their own homes or apartments in 
an effort to enhance their ability to live independently. 


Expanded Work Sites - We have increased the number of work 
sites within the community in which we have clients placed. The ex- 
pansion of this program has afforded us the ability to offer more vari- 
ety of work to our clients. 


Transitional Employment - This is a new program which has been 
initiated through a Vocational Rehabilitiation grant. The program in- 
volves working individually with clients who are job ready. We lo- 
cate suitable employment and provide support to help them transition 
into jobs which they will maintain independently from our agency. 


These program efforts have been made in addition to our existing 
and very active services. Our activity in the more traditional services 
remains very constant. 
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Mental Health Services - We operate one full-time and three 
part-time offices. The full-time office is located in Littleton at 16 
Maple Street. The part-time offices are located in Woodsville at 
Woodsville Clinic, in Lincoln at the Lin-Wood Medical Center, and 
in Lancaster at Weeks Memorial Hospital. 


Last year, we provided the following sevices to our twenty-two 
town catchment area: 


Children’s Services - Evalations of children and/or their families, 
as well as treatment (therapy). 


Adult Outpatient Services - Psychiatric, psychological evalua- 
tions, treatment (therapy) including individual, conjoint, family and 
group services. Annually, we do 60% of our treatment with this popu- 
lation. We recorded 5,674 visits for children and adult services. 


Emergency Service - We operate a 24-hour-a-day phone line to re- 
spond to psychiatric emergencies. Last year, we responded to 700 
crisis calls through our emergency services. 


Inpatient Services - We provide inpatient services through local 
general hospitals and a psychiatric inpatient unit (8 beds) in Berlin. 
We also make referrals to private hospitals and New Hampshire Hos- 
pital. 


Case Management - Services which help to keep clients in the com- 
munity who otherwise might need institutional care. We had over 
2,000 contacts in this supportive service program. 


Alcohol Services - Individual and group services to individuals 
with alcohol or drug problems. 


Partial Hospitalization - A day program for clients in need of more 
intensive services, including: therapy, vocational training, skills for 
independent living, and working with the clients to integrate into the 
community. This past year, we provided 4,742 hours of service to 
clients in this program. 


Developmental Services 


Early Intervention - Home based service of 0-3 year old children 
who are delayed in their development. Services include: screening, 
assessment, treatment, and referral. Last year, we served over sixty- 
five families and provided over 1800 hours of direct service. 
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Day Habilitation Program - Provides instruction to our most se- 
verely impaired adult population. The program works in conjunction 
with their residential programming as well as providing training and 
instruction in self care skills, pre-vocational skills, paid work, and 
other therapeutic services such as speech therapy and physical 
therapy. This program has been primarily used by former Laconia 
State School residents; however, we have or have had community 
clients who have been in the local school systems. 


It is planned that by January 1988 a Day Habilitation Program, to 
be located in Pike, will be operating to provide services to the 
Haverhill area. Currently, it is planned that it will serve six individu- 
als from that area. 


Supported and Competitive Employment - Provides training, in- 
struction, and work adjustment for vocational and job needs. Paid 
work opportunities for the individuals can take place either in the 
community or in the Workshop itself. The programs have been suc- 
cessful in meeting their objectives and are popular with the individu- 
als who have participated.

Even though our space is small, each year the Moosilauke Public 
Library tries to improve its resources and services to the community. 
Fortunately our patrons are patient as we wait and plan for a new, 
more spacious library, hopefully not too far in the future. 


Our inventory at the end of 1987 shows a book collection of nearly 
4300 volumes. With yearly purchases of over 200 volumes to keep 
our collection up to date, we must weed diligently to make shelf space 
for these new additions. A new file cabinet was purchased to hold our 
vertical file, which is an indexed and alphabetically arranged file of 
material available only in the form of pamphlets and papers. Our ver- 
tical file includes over 200 topics of current and local interest. 


Recently the New Hampshire State Library greatly improved its in- 
terlibrary loan system. Now we can quickly borrow from sources 
around the State to supplement our own collection. 


We have twelve magazine subscriptions, four of these being gifts 
or donations. Additionally, we have the Readers Guide, a bimonthly 
publication which indexes, by subject, articles from hundreds of 
magazines. Though we may not have the magazine on hand, we can 
obtain copies of articles quickly through our state-wide interlibrary 
loan system. 


We have a selection of large-print books, music and literature on 
audio cassettes for both children and adults, as well as jigsaw puzzles 
for all ages and abilities. 


The cataloging project is nearing completion and we should have a 
complete card catalog and shelf list in 1988. 


We look forward to seeing you and serving you at the library.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer forest 
fires than normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were again 
children, fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire 
Warden and debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only with 
your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibil- 
ity of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest 
regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber har- 
vest tax law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden or Con- 
cord Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax 
Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of 
Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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WOODSTOCK FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1987 was a busy year for the Woodstock Fire Department. In 
March, Neil Wilson stepped down as Chief after 20 years. He con- 
tinues as a Fire Department member doing fire and building inspec- 
tions. Elected as your Fire Chief in March, I soon found out what Neil 
had been doing for the past 20 years. 


New building construction and new subdivisions take up a lot of 
the Fire Department’s time. We are fortunate that the New Hampshire 
Fire Marshall’s office reviews plans for us and advises the Fire De- 
partment as to the plans’ compliance with New Hampshire Laws and 
Fire Codes. This is a free service which the state provides. 


Fire apparatus replacement, at what cost, is an ongoing problem 
for the Fire Department and ultimately the taxpayers. New buildings 
being constructed today are a good indication that a ladder truck will 
be needed. Who should pay: the developers, or the town? Your 
thoughts? 


The firemen spend countless hours training, maintaining equip- 
ment and fighting fires. Woodstock is fortunate to have a dedicated 
group of volunteers for this job.

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REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


Budget for the current fiscal year is $8,947,343. Town taxes to the 
County average 6.7% or $2.21 per $1,000 of the property owner’s tax 
bill. The major portion of county expenses goes to the operation of the 
Nursing Home (39.69%) and to human services programs for the el- 
derly, disabled, nursing care and children (26.86%). 


Registry of Deeds had gross income of $3,630,159 in 1987. The 
total number of documents processed in 1987 was 29,983. 
$3,184,982 was received in transfer tax, of which 96% or $3,057,584 
went to the State of NH and 4% or $127,398 was retained as county 
income. Other receipts include recording and copy fees in the amount 
of $445,177. Total income to the County was $572,575 compared to 
a total of $3,057,584 paid to the State, although the County is liable 
for 100% of all operating costs. 


Human Services: Old Age & Disabled grant programs remain 
fairly constant with the elderly program averaging 100 cases at 
$4,800 per month and the disabled averaging 225 cases at $21,000 
per month. Intermediate Nursing Care caseload increased with SB-1 
where the County became responsible for all INC cases and elimi- 
nated town liability. INC cases now average 255 at $110,000 per 
month, a rapidly increasing cost to the counties with savings to the 
towns. Children and Youth Services also became a county liability 
under Senate Bill 1, with counties reimbursing the State 25% for all 
child service costs. It is impossible to give accurate figures for child 
expenses, as they are rapidly increasing monthly. Current accounts 
reflect 130 to 150 cases costing from $64,000 to $75,000 per month. 
(At the beginning of this fiscal year, we had approximately 120 cases 
at about $50,000 per month.) The County has 25% funding liability 
of child placement costs and we are taking an active interest in the 
needs of children in Grafton County. Social Service agencies receive 
$247,217 or $4.03 per capita, to provide much needed services for 
home health, mental health, developmentally disabled, senior citi- 
zens transportation and nutrition and many other valuable programs. 


Correctional Facility is increasingly overpopulated, now averag- 
ing 58 inmates per day and frequently housing 60 + . The current cost 
of operation is $28.63 per inmate day. We have contracted with an ar- 
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chitect to present design and cost for a 34 bed addition. Schematic de- 
signs and price estimates are expected by mid-January to go out for 
bid by late January with bid results due in by the end of February. 
Funding issues should go to the delegation and public in March with 
anticipated ground breaking in April. 


Grafton County Nursing Home for intermediate nursing care is 
licensed for 136 beds and is about 80% reimbursable. FY 87 cost per 
patient day was $68.78 with $58.87 reimbursed by Medicaid. 


Grafton County Farm continues to be self-supporting and provides 
work for inmates as well as offering access for experimental agricul- 
tural projects. This is primarily a dairy farm with an average herd of 
170, but also grows produce for the nursing home. 


Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays. We 
encourage public attendance and welcome facility tours. We were 
deeply saddend by the deaths of Commissioner Arthur E. Snell, Dist. 
#2 and Commissioner Leonard Anderson, Dist. #3, early this year.

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NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
1987 ANNUAL REPORT AND SERVICE SUMMARY 


The North Country Home Health Agency, Inc. is a not-for-profit, 
New Hampshire licensed Medicare and Medicaid certified Home 
Health Agency. 1987 saw the Agency observe its seventeenth year of 
providing care in Northern Grafton and Southern Coos Counties. Ser- 
vices available are: 


Home visits by Registered Nurses to make health observations and 
assessments, change dressings, give injections, draw blood, assist 
with medications, instruct families in care, make referrals and report 
findings to the physician. Prearranged weekend/holiday visits are av- 
ailable. In 1987 the R.N.’s made a total of 3,084 home visits. 


Homemaker/Home Health Aides provide personal care, errands 
and light homemaking to help individuals remain at home. There 
were 4,739 Aide visits in 1987. 


Therapy services include Physical Therapy, Occupational Therapy 
and Speech Therapy, by Registered or Certified Therapists or 
Pathologists. There were 403 Therapy visits in 1987. 


Family Assistants provided 3,714.5 hours of direct service in 1987 
to 38 families with children at risk for abuse or neglect or already in- 
volved in abusive or neglectful situations. The Family Assistants 
work very closely with Social Workers from the New Hampshire Di- 
vision for Children and Youth Services to prevent abuse or neglect 
and reunite families. 


A new program in 1987 is Adult-In-Home Day Care, a State of 
New Hampshire funded program to provide day care at home to el- 
derly or disabled individuals. 33,950 hours of service were provided 
February through December, 1987. 


Flu immunization, foot care, blood pressure and blood sugar test- 
ing clinics are also offered on a regular basis to North Country com- 
munities and groups. 
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Specific services provided in the Town of Woodstock, N.H. dur- 
ing 1987 were: 


Nursing Visits 130 
Homemaker/Home Health Aide Visits 50

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1987 REPORT: LINCOLN COMMUNICATION CENTER 


1987 saw the tenth full year of operations for the Lincoln Com- 
munication Center. A comparison of the past ten years is quite in- 
teresting. In 1977 there was a total of 31,612 radio transmissions, and 
in 1987 there was a total of 47,963, this is an increase of 60%. For the 
year 1977 there was a total of 8,275 telephone calls. For 1987 there 
were 31,340, an increase of approximately 400%. 


The Good Morning program is now in its eighth year of operation. 
This program is for our senior citizens and physically disabled who 
live alone. At this time between the Towns of Lincoln and North 
Woodstock we have eighteen senior citizens calling in every morn- 
ing. 


Over the past year there has been two switches of personnel within 
the communications department. Ken Welch is now a full time dis- 
patcher and Carol Rannacher was promoted to Chief Dispatcher. 


In April, dispatcher Rannacher attended a seminar on the dispatch- 
ers role in Officer Survival and Stress. The Seminar was held at the 
Maine State Police Academy in Waterville, Maine. 


In the ten years of the communication centers operation more 
panels for both fire and burglar alarms have been installed. Also an 
alarm phone line has been installed for those businesses and con- 
dominium owners who use an independent security company alarm 
system. This enables them to contact the communications center if 
the alarm in that business or condonminium should be activated. At 
this time we are currently monitoring approximately 50 alarms. For 
1987, 156 false alarm calls were answered by communications per- 
sonnel. 


We also handle calls for both the Lincoln and North Woodstock 
Fire Departments as well as for the Linwood amublance. During the 
year of 1977 the amublance was paged out a total of 130 times. Over 
the course of 1987 it was paged out a total of 225 times, an increase in 
use of approximatley 75%. 


In reference to the Fire Department calls I could not find any statis- 
tics for the year 1977, but for 1978 there were 7 calls for the Lincoln 
Fire Department. In 1987 there were 39 calls, an increase of just over 
500%. 
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The North Woodstock Fire Department received 31 calls. Dispatch 
personnel also handle radio calls for the National Forest Service. Dur- 
ing this summer personnel handled approximately 328 radio trans- 
missions for them. This number would be considerably higher if radio 
transmissions from officers working the “Kanc Patrol” during this 
period were included. 


Lincoln Communications personnel handled a total of 9,187 radio 
calls and 3,760 telephone calls for the North Woodsotck Police De- 
partment. 


Another of the duties performed by dispatch personnel is to watch 
those who are incarcerated in the jail. During 1987, there were a total 
of 230 people that were placed in the Lincoln jail. This breaks downs 
as follows: 


Lincoln Police 136 
Woodstock Police 38 
State Police 45 
Other Towns 11 


At this time I would like to take this opportunity to thank the people 
of Lincoln and North Woodstock for their support and cooperation 
throughout the year. 


We would also like to thank Tom Strickland for his 13 years of ser- 
vice to the Town of Lincoln as a dispatcher.

We have examined the general purpose financial statement of the 
Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire and the combining fund finan- 
cial statements of the Town as of and for the year ended December 31, 
1986, as listed in the table of contents.

In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset 
Group of Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as 
explained in the above paragraph, the general purpose financial state- 
ments referred to above present fairly the financial position of the 
Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire at December 31, 1986, and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year. Also, in our opinion, the combining 
fund financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial 
position of each of the funds of the Town of Woodstock, New Hamp- 
shire, at December 31, 1986, and the results of operations of such 
funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting prinicples applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion 
on the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole and on 
the combining fund financial statements. The accompanying finan- 
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cial information listed as supporting schedules in the table of con- 
tents, is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a re- 
quired part of the financial statements of the Town of Woodstock, 
New Hampshire. Such information has been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the examination of the general purpose and 
combining, fund financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements of 
each of the respective funds taken as a whole.
